Tin* Ontario .I<M-i:»‘y riub pr»*sident liad tlie lM*st 
bainl of two-year-idds last .vear tliat he had in 
many years. Five youngsters from ids stalde ear- 
ried tlie black and .vcllow sash witli considemhb? 
credit. In fact. Miindariii, Dehaveii ;iinl Sweet 
t’ldlcen all sliowed <*nougli th:it any of tin* trio 
must be consid(‘rcd ;i serious factor for the king’s 
gninc.'is. 

Harry Giddings lias in tin* fillj' Armine the one 
most likely to providi* tin* contention. Tliis sisti*r 
to ll(*eliiv»*. in twi*lve starts last .vear. won tliree 
r.n-es and was never wor.si* than second. Sin* 
pai’ked all kinds of weiglit over all kinds of tracks, 
displayed k(*cn s|M*cd. giinicncss and an inclination 
to go :i route. All of tliesc i|ualities are essential 
to mak<* :i King’s Plate winner. 

( iirioiisly tin* lM*st r«*cords of the Seagr.im stabh* 
('.‘indidates are also tliose of fillies. Swe<*t ('«dlecn 
has four vi«*torics to her credit and one third, and 
was twice unpla<’<*d. tbi three o<-easions she be,*it 
.\nnine. wliib* the Giddings filly finisln*d as many 
times in front of her. At tin* season’s close there 
was little to choose b(*tween them. Sw(*t*t (’(dleen 
liaving a shade on ln*r rival, if anything. 

Mr. Seagram’s Deliaven made a late start, but 
Won one t»f her two r.iees. With a imll of sixtei*ii 
pounds ill weiglit sin* be;it iMitli Armine and Sw<*et 
l oileen l>3' a narrow margin at WixMlbiue. In her 
other start slie was third, a i reditable effort. An- 
other filly. laite Hours, won two of her three races, 
blit her p«*rforniance would indicate that she will 
hardly faiicj- a l«>iig route. 

Alecto, the dauglitt'r of Inferno and Irisli Witch, 
made six trips to the barrier. Sin* was placed 
three times, but failed to win. and dm*s not :ii>iK*;:r 
dangerous. Gal.i AV:itcr. a big. go<Ml-looker, also 
ran disjippointlngly in bis only start. 

Mandarin, a grand -Icmking colt, is siippos(*d to be 
the star of the string. He won the initial dash of 
l.ist year for the (’aiiadian-bn*d youngsti*rs at 
WiMMlhiiie. luit in the t'oroiiatiou Stakes Armine 
turned the tables on him. In tiiis ev<*nt In* w.is 
second. Later in the .v«*Jir, at Windsor, lie s<*ored 
Ids onl.v otlicr sin*c«*ss. but with big weight conces- 
sions friuii Aniline, wldcli w’as :igain second. 

After out-working Pliilistine in fast time at 
Windsor and liMiking like a real <‘li:iinpion. Maii- 
d.irin was iinidaced in liis next start. He was 
awa.v too badly to «*ut mindi figure in this rac*«*. 
liowever. His final appearanee of the year was at 
Windsor, wln*n he scored Ids he.id victory over Ar- 
mine wlien in receipt of twelve pounds actual 
W4*iglit, lM*sidcs tin* sc?: allowaiici*. 

tiala Iiay is another g<xMl-looking <*olt in the Wa- 
terloo turfiiuiii’s string tli.-it may orove troiibh*- 
soini*. He is tin* first of tin* gi*t of the imported 
horsi* Galatiin* to go to the nu*es. Most of G:ila 
Day’s 1‘fforts would inditate tliat In* will devi‘U»p 
into a gomi route going colt, .‘ilthoiigh In* has carin*d 
lira«*Ui*ts onl.v oinc <uit of six att<*nipts. In thr<*e 
of Ids other fivi* st;irts he was third. 

His winning jM*rforni;ince was at Haniilton. when, 
Avitli an .‘idv.'intage of fourteen iMuinds, In* lM*at Ar- 
mine a ln*ad. In tids event In* came from lM*hind 
and finished gamei.v, as he iliil in the niajorit3' of 
his ra<*es. ^iandarin has sliown the most <»f tin* 
i‘olt«, liowever. and is likely to d.evelop into the 
stabli*’s lK*st prospect for the cov«*ted troph3*. 

riiarles (’rew’s Old Pop, aft«*r winning two races 
at the Ottaw’u spring m(*i*ting. apiM*ared to 1m* i-om- 
ing along finely, but staled off as tU* racing season 
progressed. He will have to show vast iniprove- 
ment this year i*iit an.v figure in the* Plate. 

TJie biggest disappointment of last s<*ason was 
Robert Davis’ Thorin liffe. He was a go<»d- looking 
<olt and W'orked fast, but never ran to Ids work. 
He went into winter ipiarters in tin* maiden <-I;iss, 
although in* was twice second, three times third, 
and as many times mipla(*ed. His b«*st performance 
was at Windsor, when in* was second to Armine, 
but well lM*aten. It is just iM>ssible that this gtH>d- 
looUing horse nia.v improve this 3’ear and be a 
serious contender for tin* rii-li prize. Ran Shore, tin* 
Tliorncliffe St;ible’s otln*r Plate cainlidate, although 
she has one victor.v to her credit, has never shown 
enoiigli to lx* lonsidcrcd troiildesome. 

Good Shot has siiown the most of the Hendrii* 
band of platers. She won tlic«*e races, and was s«*c- 
ond ninl third once ea«*h, out of t<*n trips to tin* 
g:ite lust year. Tids fill.v seems to iMi.ssess as iiiiieh 
h]H*ed as aii3' of the other (’anadiaii-breds, luit her 
r.-ic<*s would indicate th:it she ma3’ not niaiiitaiii it 
over a <*oiisiderabb* dist.-inee of ground. Waterdown 
fiiiled in six a ppe.i ranees under colors. 

Mcltridc ami Fo.\b*t will Im* the pair from wldi'Ii 
the Rrookdale Stalde of the Messrs. Dyiiu'iit will 
choottc tlieir representative, Tiic former bus some 



fair ]>prf<»rinanees to Ids credit, among them one 
\ ictor3'. While lie mado gooil, it is doubtful if he 
w’ill di*veb»p into .a good horse over a long route. 
He had too tmn*h daylight under him as a 'two->*ear- 
old. but may fill out. Foxlet does not a]ipear to 
be mueli. SliC failed to score in six attempts. 

Neither ^liss Fa3* nor William W. in the William 
Walker stalile are eligible for the Plate. Althougli 
Ixitli w<*re bn-d liere, tlie3* were in Cuba last winter, 
wldi*h ni.'ikes them ineligilde. 

Of tlie old«*r maidens that are eligible for the big 
ra<*<‘, riiarles Miller’:? Slirovc'tiile seems to lx* tin* 
only oin* like^v to develop into a serious factor. He 
is 'ordinary, but the others so<*ms to have less 
chance.

BASIS OF THE NEW ORLEANS SUIT. 



Particulars in Which It Is Claimed Loui.^lana 
Law Was Violated. 



Miss .lean Gordon’s petition for tlie dissolution of 
the N<*w Orleans Rnsiness Men’s Asso«*iation was 
filed in court last Frida3’. 3’In* p4*tition charges 
tin* assoiiatioii openl3’ ein-onraged g:iiul)ling and 
perslstentl.v pursued an avocation contrar.v to law' 
by a deviei* carefiill.v ]danin*<l. It asserts that tin* 
stakeludders were paid but $3 a day b.y the racing 
association, and tliat tlie3' w«Te r4*qiiired to bn.v 
an admission ticket of $2. a program for t«*n cents 
and .also to pa.v ten <*cnts rent ;i da.v for lK>xes in 
which to keel)' the eiiveIop<*s containing lM*ts, and 
that tlie ]irofessional b<*ttors jxi.v them for their 
servic<*s from d:i3' to day. FurtlH'r. tlie petition 
charges. iMMikmakers paid fnun J<30 to $S0 a day 
for oiM-rating, this moin*y lM*ing jiaid for admission 
Iiadges whii-li w«*re eitlier destroyed or returned to 
tlie assof'iatiiin and nev«*r used. 

'I’hat part of the petition <-harging tlie associa- 
tion witli pursuing a business contrary to law', 
reads: 

“'I’lie Rnsiness Men’s Racing Associ.ation. Iiieor- 
porated. and all of its offic*ers and agents did «lur- 
iiig said racing meeting coiitinuousl3* and persist- 
enthv pursue a business or (‘ailing or avocation 
contr;ir.v to law. in tliat said corporation and its 
officers and agents did by a device carefully 
idaiined and perfected by them, eneounige, iiroiiiote. 
aid and assist persons to lx*t on Jiorse races con- 
ducted on tlie raee course operat(*d by them in 
tills city, in direct contravention of the provisions 
of tin* constitution and laws of this state and es- 
p«*eially of Act No. .79 of 199S. generally known as 
tin* Ixicki* law. and said corporation and its said 
officers and agents have since .Iaiiiinr3' 1. 1916, 
pursued said business, calling or avocation con - 
trai'3’ to law. and liavt* publicly announced tlieir in- 
tention to pursue, ill the sanu* manner, said husi- 
luss. calling or avocation coiitrar3* to law’ at race 
inc«*tings which are to lx? lield b3' them in tlie 
future.” 

The ]x*tition describes the stakeholder s.vstem as 
.on ‘‘ingeniously arranged plan, scheme or device.” 
It eoiit.ains a description of tlie Pnlni Garden and 
d(*clares tlie ruh*s and regulations of the trai'k 
provide all lM*tting should Im* condiieted there. It 
ass»*rts tii.it the association lias encouraged betting 
in tliat it has wid(*l.v adv(*rtised tliat each of the 
stakeludders was bonded for $2,000 to insure per- 
sons placing wag(*rs ag.iinst .any speculation or 
gambling. Tin* st:jk(*lioIders nunilM*r(*d more than 
one hundri'd. and work<*d in pairs, one stakeludder 
taking tiu* b(*ts on oiu* race and then retiring to 
another part of tlu* l’:ilni Garden to pay off, while 
till? s«*cond r(*ci*ived b«*ts on tlu* next r;ic(*. 

A copy of tiu* b«*tting contract is cmlM)di<*d in 
tiu* ])etition. In this connection the petition reads: 

"Wliile till* llu'ory of the use «»f the foriii printed 
(*n <*:ich of the envelopes in which bets an* p!aci*d 
s(‘ems lo b(* that there should appear thereon Hu* 
badge number of Hie casual bettor who backs the 
liorst* to win. and tlu* badge miniliei’ of Hie pro- 
fessional b(*ttof wlio bets against Hu* horse to 
h»se, and also that each of said ]»arties should 
sign the foi'ia .ns evidencing an :ileator3' contract 
lM*lw«*cn them, tlu* practice more freqiieiitl.v is that 
the badge number of Hie professional bi*ttor d<x>s 
not appear on tlu* envelope, and he is not r(*<p!ir»*d 
by Hie stakeludder to sign the contract, as above 
indicated, the iiieHuxJ of o|K*ration being so con- 
sistent that the stakchohb'r invariably delivers 
Hu* aiiionnts of bets lost 1»3' the easiial bettor to 
till* professional bettor who may have workcil 
along with him just prior lo Hu* particular race. 
And ill many instances tlu* stakcliohicr holds a 
•iiiiiibcr of envelopes u|m»ii some of which is already 
written Hu* name of Hu* professional lK*Ubr who is 
Hieii working with him, and on oHiers of wliich 
are written names of hel|iers of Hu* particular 
professional bettor, while all bets placed in these 



variously signed envelopes .are made by one pro- 
fessional bettor.” 

Request is made for a receiver on the allega- 
tion that the as.sociatlon or corporation is main- 
taining a business contrary to good morals and 
law, and that the officers and agents are jeonard- 
izing the rights of all stoeklicdders bv grosslv mis- 
managing and misapplying the prope'rty and' funds 
of the corporation in tlie manner siiecilically set 
forth in Hu* petition. 

3'iie professional bettors, it is asserted, iiay from 
$.311 lo ,$S0 a da3'. depending upon the amount of 
liusiness the iiidividnal professional bettor is 

show'll lo have Iraiisacted during tlie few da.vs pre- 
vionsl.v.* this being d<*termin(*<l bv tlu* reports of 
all transactions the stakeludders ' make each day. 
'Hie petition asserts; ‘‘And said amoniits so paid 
are in some instances pjiid by the purchase of 
numerous tickets or badges for .admission to the 
grounds, most of whieli are not used and are 
either destroyed or returned to the eurponition. 
its otReers and agents, and in other instances an* 
paid ill c.'isli to one Hari‘3' Shaw, who rt'ceives ,s;iid 
money for and in behalf of the eorj Miration, its 
officers and agents, and delivers it to Alfn*d F. 
Rage, auditor, or Samuel .1. Hart, sccretarv- 
tr(*asnrcr. 

.Many assistants were eniplo3’ed by the profes- 
sional bettor, who paid tlieiii .$.7 per day ami souic- 
tiiiies mucli greater sums, according to the busi- 
ness done, these assi.siniits serving the professional 
ill ascertaining odds and in accepting lids for Hie 
lirofessional, the petituui charges.

Hot Spripgs. Ark., March 13. — There was marked 
iniiirovenient in the action at Oaklaw'n R.irk tliis 
afteriiiMiii and the attendance likewise was of giMMl- 
l.v pro|Mirtioiis. Some of the races were iiiti*n*stiiig 
and close eiiougli to arouse considerable eiitlinsiastn. 
'I'lie worst upset of the afternoon developed W'itli

The latter was probably bi*st, but 
became involved with War Rride in a bmn])ing duel 
ill till* stretch and when she pulled out, lost eiiongli 
ground to cost licr the purse. Rio Rrazos w'as bis 
other winning mount. 

11. S. Newinaii’s Far Awa.v, wliicli is siiowing 
steady improvement, niadi* a runaway affair of Hie 
fifth race and won with eoiisuiiiinate ease.

ORIGIN OF THE WORD “STALLION.” 



Mares and entire horses ran together on the eom- 
nion lands and cre.-ited so much confusion tliat a 
law was passed ordering males to ‘‘ho kept in 
iHiniids and tied in stalls, whence Hie name stallion 
or stalled one was api>lied to the entire horse.” 
Then came emascnlatioii. Henry VIII. had a law 
passed that no st.illion less than fifteen bauds 
high and no mare less than thirteen bands slioiild 
run wild in the eoniitry. One of tlie great objects 
in view' w'.'is a horse adapted to cavalry purix»ses. 
Stoiitl3' built, small horses were prefem*d to tall 
leggy ones lH*cause they better stixul the wear 
and tear of a campaign. In times of stn*ss tin* 
ex]Kirtatioii of liors(*s was proliiliited. The giMnI 
siM‘ciineiis w'ere kept at home fur n*prodiictive pur- 
poses.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

A dispa t«*h from Paris of yesterda.v says: The 

(Jerman bis.ses in the fighting around Fort Vaux 
last Frida.v and Saturda.v surpass all previous rec- 
ords ill tliis w'ar. according to ofTi<*ers who have 
returned from Verdun. Time and time again, and 
with «‘xtraonlinary eouragi*. the Germans in col- 
umns four ileep rushed from their trenches, onl.v 
to melt awa.v under the fire of the French 75, l.oO 
and 210 millimeter guns, whi<*h rained shells with 
deadl.v accurac.v into the nmrehiiig companies. 
When the smoke and dust cleared, nothing was to 
be seen but heaps of IkmIIcs. The spur <»n which 
the fot is situated is almost i>eriM*ndi«*ular in cer- 
tain places. The tJerinan lines were forced to halt, 
but many Bavarian reservists (iimlM^d up on one 
anotlH*r’s shoulders and struggled up the sIoim*, 
(iinging to angles of rocks ami grasping tufts of 
grass. Again and again tliese human p.vramids 
collapsed into shajieless gray masses. In tln» plac-es 
when* the incline was easier and the attacks, then*- 
fore, more conceiitrateil. the ditches below ran 
n*il with bloml. At the lowest estimate the attack- 
<*rs lost two-tliirds of their effeetives. The fight- 
ing also was ih'sprnte in the extn*iiie when regi- 
ments from the Fifteenth and Eighteenth G»*rman 
army corps attack«*d the village of Vaux on Fri- 
da.v. Dawn was just bnaiking, ami over the coun- 
try hung ;i heavy white mist, making everything 
invisible beyond 100 yards. This enabled the Ger- 
mans to get within rushing distance of the French 
front trenches, but although tiM'y <uitnuiiilM*red tin* 
defenders six to om*. it took four distinct assaults 
before the first «*olnnin of (Jernians warn the shelter 
of u small group of houses iK'yomi the church of 
Vaux, 

Gen. Fiinston’s statement yesterday regarding 
the uncertainty of the punitive <‘xp«*ilitit»n’s d«‘- 
partur«‘ fiaun .Vmerican s«ill and his partial oiit- 
lim* the pn*jeeted plan of campaign were in 
reply to what In* terme«l the impatience of the 
.American iMM>j>le for spct*<ly action. “Tin* pt*oplc 
must l»e patient,” he s;iid. ”We iiinst i»e ade- 
quately prepared for this Ihiiig. In the first place 
wo must use. as much as possible, sohllers wlu» 
are accustoni»*<l to Mexican Isualer dut.v. How- 
ever, these men cannot be rcimwed from their 
present posts until they are relieviKl by trot»p'« 
drawn from oth(*r d<*partinents ami hnrriml to the 
lK»rder. Transis»rtation of the relief i»atn>ls is not 
an easy matter. Many <>f these troops consist of 
sc.itterisl detachments that have to be concen- 
trated, somelinics after difficult marches, lK*fore 
the.v can be sent southward. (’on«*entration ami 
tnu»siH*rtation of troops is not all of our problem, 
liow'ever. We are going to man'll into a country 
that will affonl us little or no forage. The com- 
missary must 1)0 adequately supplied. A Villa fol- 
lower can live on little or nothing. An American 
soblier must be well fed if he is to give good 
service.” 

An Amsterdam dispatch to the l»ndon Central 
News says that on account of the German olTensive 
at Venlun, the Dutch -Belgian fnuitier has been 
closed for sev«*ral w’eeks. That part of it south 
of Maastricht has now lM*en reoiM*iied and this fact 
is commented on in Holland as probably indicating 
that the Germans consider their offensive near an 
end. The dispatch adds that eighty -one more hos- 
I)ital trains with wounded Gennaiis from Verdun 
liave passed through Luxemburg. 

General Jf»ffre, coniinander in chief of the French 
armies, presided over the council of war of the 
entente allies wliicli reassembled Sunday at the 
Fremh arm.v headquarters. While the council is 
ill session Great Britain will Im* represeiiteil by 
General Sir Douglas Haig, coiiimarnler in chief of 
the British forces in Fram-e; Russia by General 
(Jilinsky, aide de camp to the Russian emperor; 
Belgium, b.v the I'hief of tlie general staff, ami 
Serbia b.v Colom*l I’achiteh. 

L. Wenceslau Braz, president of Brazil, has 
discussed with the ministers of finance ami foreign 
affairs the question of the crisis to w'liiih the Bni- 
ziliaii goveniinent faces through lack of shipping 
facilities. It is stated that the president has de- 
cided to negotiate with the interested govern- 
ments the leasing of the G(>riiiaii and Austrian 
ships interiie.l in Brazilian ports, at least for the 
coastal service of Brazil. 

(Jeneral (’arraiiza has issued a manifesto to the 
natimi, declaring that iimlcr no circumstances would 
the Mexican government grant the riglit to the 
I'nitml States to violate Mexican territor.v by send- 
ing in an armed force in pursuit of Villa without 
consent and the reciprocal privilege lH*ing obtained 
ami admitted. Wonl wais sent to the confidential 
agent of the Mexican government in Washington 
to make immediate reiiresentations to this effect. 

The Monterey, Gal., presidio w'as totall.v de- 
stroyed by fire early yesterday morning, atsiut six 
liours after Is'ing vacateil by tnsips of the First 
Gavalry. w'ho left for the Mexican border. Fire- 
men, attempting to extinguish the flames, found 
that tlie wat«*r supply luui been cut.
